She says that what the rural worn- | 
en need is to come in contact with j 
their surroundings more, go out * 
and see what the world is doing: 
by coming in contact with new 
things that sin* will he able in 
learn new things. 
Miss Carter savs that the work 
of the girls’ clubs is just now get­ 
ting start(*<1, and as soon as tin* 
members become proficient in tie* 
art of growing and canning fruit 
that the work will be enlarged to 
take in one after the olher, all of 
the activities of the home. 
First 
they intend to add cooking, then 
sewing, and then one after the 
other, all of the branches of do­ 
mestic science. 
Of 
course, this 
will take time, but she realizes 
that to do anything well, time and 
work must be used abundantly. 
Personal work is the only way 
to get the best results for the up­ 
building and education of the wo­ 
men of the country is Miss Car­ 
te r’s opinion.

The warehouse and thejbuy-a- 
hale movement for the aid of the 
Southern cotton farmer arc most 
commendable, worthy of the most 
loyal support thruout the coun­ 
try*. 
The Southern cotton farimr 
is not an object of charity, but he 
has on hand products of his labor 
on which he desires financial ac­ 
commodation; other people have 
the cash and the cotton off«*rs fair 
security for investment. 
But, in 
our anxiety* to help the cotton far­ 
mer, let us not overlook the fact 
that even were the entire cotton 
crop cf tlu* Southwest cast into tin 
gulf th r«* would still be no oc­ 
casion to cry hard times in th« 
Southwest. 
Individual 
eases of 
distress would ensue of 
course, 
but, even with tin* entire cotton 
crop of 1914 eliminated, the total 
income from otlmr sources prom­ 
ises to 1)«* fully* as gr«*at or great­ 
er than the total in 1918 with the 
income from the cotton crop in­ 
clined. 
Increase yields of grain, forage 
and other crops, with higher pri­ 
ces for meats

shows a vast gain each year. 
Texas, for example, has

ton is the chief crop, it brings to 
the state less than three hundred 
millions each year. The other five 
hundred millions com«* from other 
sources which we sometimes over 
look in considering the financial 
outlook. 
On S«*pt. 1 the national depart­ 


ment of agriculture issued a re- 
view of prices of agricultural pro­ 
ducts, 
comparison

with quotations oil Sept. 1, 1918. 
With exception of cotton, which

What the Panhandle Fanner 
Thinks of the Silo. 
(By Buford 0. Brown) 
Fanners in tin* Plainvicw conn 
try do not question the value of 
silos. 
Experience heie with the 
hig tireless cookers has created 
much enthusiasm. 
Many of these 
farmers came from Kansas, Iowa 
and Indiana. They were familiar 
with the silo before coming to the 
newer country. 
It is their opin­ 
ion that & silo more than doubles 
the yield in food value of any 
crop. 
Farmers in this country are con­ 
vinced that intensive stock rais- 
ing pays largest profits. They will 
develop high grade livestock and 
the silo side by side. 
A number 
of men who did not have livestock 
last year disposed of their silage 
at $4 to $5 per ton and realized 
much larg«*r profits than the old 
system of harvesting 
dry 
feed 
would yield. 
Eighteen silos are going up in 
Hale county at this time. 
Eight 
of these are pits and will be lined 
with cement. 
They will extend 
about six feet above ground of re­ 
inforced concrete blocks. 
About half of the others are 
glazed tile ; the others are woo«j 
staves. 
There are now more than fifty 
silos in the county. 
All of them 
have been built during two years. 
The largt'st crop yield in the his­ 
tory of 1 he shallow Water Belt 
will furnish incentive 
to 
more 
than double this number before 
another vear. 


Advice to Peanut Growers.^ 
The following are some extracts 
from a letter to 
the 
Comanche 
Chamber of Commerce concerning 
the marketing of peanuts. 
This 
letter is from Walker-Smith 
of 
Brownwood, and it is likely that 
all of the buyers 
of the 
home­ 
grown peanut feel the same way 
about tin* buying of this year’s 
crop. Walker-Smith Co. says; 
“ First we want to say to you 
that the manner in which the far­ 
mers marketed their 
crop last 
year did more harm to that pro­ 
duct than will ever be known. It 
has taught the seller and cleaner 
of Spanish peanuts to absolutely 
stay hands off until the crop is 
thoroughly 
matured 
and 
well 
dried. 
“ There 
were thousands 
and 
thousands of bushels of pi*aunts 
thrown on the market last year 
before they were ready to harvest, 
and before they could 
possibly 
reaeh destination-—even 
making 
shipments 
from 
Comanche 
to 
Brownwood, they heated and were 
not fit to be used for anythilng. 
Some of these peanuts got on the 
market mixed with good peanuts. 
The manufacturers of candy were 
forced to discontinue using them 
— they could not be used for man­ 
ufacturing peanut butter, and in 
consequence thereof the demand 
for home-grown Spanish peanuts 
! has been practically killed. In ad­ 
dition to that the price was run 
up so high that the trade impoited 
foreign-grown nuts, shipping from 
China, Japan Spain 
and 
Java. 
These peanuts come on the market 
at 2 cents per pound under what 
the home-grown cron was being 
marketed at, and consequently it 
stopped the sale of home-grown 
product. 
“ We find at this time that all 


sliellers and cleaners of peanfl 
have on hand big stock of shelled 
and unshelled stock that they car­ 
ried over from last season. 
We 
have tried all 
over 
the 
Unit­ 
ed States to dispose of the stock 
we have on hand, even at a loan 
but we have been unable to do so. 
There is simply no market at this 
time, and there is not going to 
he one until the new* crop is har­ 
vested, and you may rest assured 
that the new crop will not be 
bought by the cleaners and slick* 
ers until the peanuts are matured,! 
dried and in condition to be shell-’ 
e«i and properly hondled. 
“ We don’t believe yon will find 
a single buyer of peanuts that will 
want any of them until they are 
in the proper condition. 
“ In addition to the necessity of 
having them 
thoroughly 
dried, 
well threshed and cleaned, it is 
so going to be necessary that tfiey 
be properly sacked. 
We had all 
kinds of trouble last year on ac­ 
count of the manner in w*hich the 
peanuts were handled in that res 
pect. We had a number of eUims) 
against the railroad 
companies, 
and we propose to avoid that this| 
year.

The capitalization of the railroads in the 


United States is less than in any of the above 


named countries, and in Texas it is a little less 


than half as much as the average for the United 


States. 


The bonds of the Texas roads amount to 


only $23,212.00 per mile 
As a rule no divi 


dends are ever paid on r&ilroaad stocks in 


Texas, and therefore the amount of stocks is 


without influence, so far as the financial con- 


dition of the roads is concerned. 
The interest 


on the bonds, however, must be paid in order 


to keep the roads out of bankruptcy, and as 


such interest is supposed to be paid out of 


earnings, the public is interested in knowing 


that the bon ds do not exceed the value of the 


roads—in other words, that they are not water­ 


ed. 
We are glad to be able to state, positively, 


that there are no watered bonds on Texas rail 


roads. 
And the same is true as to stocks, tak­ 


ing the roads of the state as a whole. 


It costs an immense amount of money to 


operate the 15,283 miles of railroad in this 
state, and as you pay the same ,in freight and 
passenger fares, you, of course, are vitally in­ 
terested in knowing whether the roads are col­ 
lecting enough, or more than is necessary. 


The Annual Reports of the Railroad Com­ 
mission of Texas show that for the fiscal year

In arriving at these deficits, or losses, no 


account is taken of permanent improvements

These, if considered, would 


add to the deficits, or shortages. 


Thus it is plainly to be seen, and must be 


acknowledged by all fair-minded men, that the 


railroads of Texas are confronted by a ser­ 


ious and dangerous situation. 
Indeed, some of 


them have been 
unable to 
escape 
Federal 


Court receiverships, and none of them have the 


funds urgently needed, and which the interest 


of the public require. 


Every railroad in Texas now in the hands 


of, and operated by, receivers, was valued, and 


the amount of the stocks and bonds thereof 


approved and limited by the Railroad Commix 


sion under the Texas Stock and Bond Law. 


Therefore, it iz certain, over-capitalization is 


not the cause of their financial distress. 


We think it is due to you, who pay the 


bills and need the service of the railroads, to 


show the above and actual condition of the 


properties devoted to your use . 


We beg to assure you that we are doing 


our very best to give you good service. 


We respectfully and earnestly ask, and de­ 


sire, your help and assistance in keeping down 


and preventing all useless and unjust expenses 


and charges against the 
railroads. 
We 
do 


this for th$ reason that you pay the expenses, 


and suffer the loss of service necessarily result­ 


ing when the expenses and fixed charges ex­ 


ceed the income of the roads.

American packing 
companies, 
according to recent advices from 
Chicago, have secured a contract 
to supply the French government 
with a million pounds of meat dai 
ly for the period of

The order is

canned goods and is to be divided 
round among the several packing 
concerns. From Omaha comes the 
word that Nebraska's grain crops, 
although breaking no records in 
point of size, will be in point of 
value far and away the best on re­ 
cord. “ The European w ar,” it is 
declared, “ has put $100,000,000 
in the pockets of Nebraska farm ­ 
ers.” 
Each of these reports conveys 
its own lesson to Southern farm ­ 
ers, whose share of

part to the one-crop system—is 
not considerable. The war in Eu­ 
rope has provided the unanswer­ 
able argument for diversification 
and, in particular, for the develop, 
ment of the live stock industry. 
Europe can cut down her require­ 
ments for cotton for a time, but 
her people must eat, in war time 
as in peacetime. 
If the “ better farming revolu­ 
tion 
that now is making such 
gratifying headway in Louisiana 
and Mississippi could have been 
carried to success five years *-ar- 
lier, the farmers of these two com­ 
monwealths would he profit ing, 
along with those of Nebraska and 
other northern states, as a result 
of the war-stimulated demand for 
foodstuffs. 
There is, of 
course, 
small profit in considering what 
might have been unless the study 
helps to the accomplishment of 
what ought to he. The Southern 
farmer who has not yet been con­ 
verted to diversification and live 
stock and living at home cap hard 
ly escape or ignore the “ clinging” 
argument unexpectedly contribut­ 
ed by a great war beyond the seas. 
—Times-Pieayune. 


To The Peanut Growers. 
From a very close study and in­ 
vestigation of the present situa-w 
tion of the market, and of some df 
last y ear’s 
experiences; we are 
sure that there are some observa­ 
tions that will be very helpful to 
the many growers of this crop. 
In the first place the market will 
likely be slow in opening up ow­ 
ing to the present stringent con­ 
ditions and some past experiences. j 
However, the market promises 
to be fairly good from the start ; 
if proper care is taken of the crop 
in harvesting. It will be absolute­ 
ly necessary to store the crop until 
thoroughly dry, as the buyeis will 
grade much closer than last year, 
owing to the fact that much of last 
year 's crop was sold too green * 
and entailed a loss to the whole­ 
sale men. Therefore they are go­ 
ing to be sure that they will sus­ 
tain no loss this year before buy­ 
ing. 
In other words there will be no 
i a 
market to speak of until there is 
a product ready, which product 
to bring the best price must be 
properly harvested and cured. 
If the season should be rainy, 5 
much care 
should be 
taken in 
stacking in the field; as the loss 
was great last 
year from 
this 
cause. 
Also it will be necessary to look • 
carefully after the 
nuts 
when 
stored; if green, as they may heat 
in bulk. They do not heat easily 
when stored with the hull on, as 
most of them are stored. 
Remember that 
quality 
wfill 
count for much this year, "so that 
you will be well repaid fo * any 
extra trouble harvesting.
